Within the past few days half" a dozen 
letters have been received from the com- 
manders of the revenue vessels on the 
sealing grounds but none of them give 
any information concerning the move- 
ments of sealers or the condition of 
matters around Behring Straits. 
Some 
of these letters were dated as late as 
July 1. They relate to nothing but 
routine business matter's. 


Acting Secretary Wharton said to a 
United Press reporter that the state de- 
partment had received no definite in- 
formation

thought that the British legation at 
Washington would lay the matter before 
the department in a month or so. 


SAN FBANCISCO, August 1.—Although 
San Francisco is the headquarters for a 
lot of hunters and whalers, who search 
the norifem seas every summer, the 
seizure of the Black Diamond has not 
excited much feeling here. 
One of the 
most 
prominent Englishmen on the 
coast said yesterday: 


"Ml this war sentiment comes from 
the residents of British Columbia, and 
has as much effect on the home govern- 
ment as would the claim of one its sub- 
jects to the exclusive 
possession of 
America. 
England recognizes the fact 
that the seal fisheries must be protected 
for its own interest as well as America's. 


"The British sealers, as well as the so 
called Independent 
American sealers, 
use no discretion in carrying on their 
hunting, and as England knows too well, 
will, if permitted to continue, ruin the 
northern seal fisheries in a few years. 
While the British government does not 
come outright and decide against its 
own subjects, yet you can be assured 
that the government would like to see 
the United States government enforce 
its laws as far as protecting their inter- 
ests is concerned. 


"The practical sealers have since 1885 
decreased the number of seals in the 
Behring sea one-third and in three 
years mora will kill the sealing indus- 
try."

A reporter's life is not a flowery bed of 
ease. 


He doesn't bask in sunshine and smiles 
the year round. 


If he gets a word of praise to-day he 
is liable to get a slap to-morrow. 


He is expected to give the news, but 
if he gives one hair's weight more, or 
less, the reading public, like Shylock's 
judge, stands ready to condemn. 


They know no'dull days when they 
pick up the evening paper, and if it 
isn't sparkling with fresh items and 
startling occurrences, the reporter is 
the individual who gets the blame. 


The paper may have been brimming 
over with news yesterday, but if it is 
not so to-day, he is voted a stupid, and 
its newsy nature of the evening before 
is forgotten. 


Does the reader know the amount of 
work that a newspaper reporter has to 
do? The wfíting of a news item is the 
least part of the work. The ñrst thing 
aboui it is to get it, and it don't come 
to you on wings either.

THE GOSSIP or THB DAY. 


The Long Branch special which leaves 
New York at 3:40 p. m., will, on Mon- 
day next, be drawn by the English lo- 
comotive with which the Pennsylvania 
railroad has recently been experiment- 
ing. 
The engine is a typical British 
machine, built by the London and 
Northwestern railway, shipped to this 
country in sections and constructed at 
Altoona by British mechanics. 
It is a 
compound pattern in which the exhaust 
steam is utilized, and in outward appear- 
ance it differs materially from the Penn- 
sylvania standai'd.
